Secretary of State John Fos- 
fer Dulles said in his book, “War 
Wild “Peace,” that Molotov was 
one of the canniest diplomats 
he: ever saw in action. 

Long Slated for Post. 

Shepilov long has_ been 
marked as Molotov’s successor. 
More and more he has come 
forward as the thinker whose 
ideas are in line with the “coni- 
petitive ccexistcnce” theories 
that are esponsed by Bulganin 
and Khrushchev.

| The ways and means commit- 
tee also approved a proposed 
| 5 per cent pay increase for city 
employes, which would add 
| $1,500,000 to the annua) payroll, 
| but that proposal was not taken 
up by the board. 


The ways and means commit- 
| tee has been meeting daily for 
| several days in an effort to 

trim about $800,000 from the 
‘record budget to help finance 
| the pay increase, but Chairman 
| Edgar J. Feely said today there 
was no place where such a re- 
| duction could be made. 
_. The pay increases have been 
| recommended by the _ Civil 
| Service Commission. 
| The vote on approval of the 
budget bill was 20 to 1, and it 
developed later that the nega- 
tive vote was by mistake. Al- 
derman Albert Villa, Eleventh 
Ward Democrat, explained that 
when he voted ‘‘No” he thought 

another question was before 
the board. He had voted for 
the budget bill in the ways and 
means committee. 

Ruling by Gunn. 

Villa was out of the chambe 
when the result was announced. 
The Democratic majority lead- 

er, James W. Noonan, saying he 
was speaking for Villa, ex- 
plained the error and asked 
that the vote be changed. Board 
President Donald Gunn said it 
could not. 

What Villa thought he was 
voting on, he explained after 

/ the meeting, was a request by 
Alderman A. J. Cervantes that 
$60,000 be added to the $30,000 

‘fund for tree-trimming, which 
he opposed. 

On the question of the pay 
increase, Feely said -he hoped 
some money could be returned 
to the treasury by the various 
departments to be used for that 
purpose. Also, the city expects 

| to receive about $700,000 next 
January from the tax on gross 
receipts from bus operations of 
the Public Service Co. 

Bills to authorize condemna- 
tion of land for two off-street 
parking locations downtown 
were introduced by Alderman 
Archie Blaine, Democrat, Sixth 
ward, who said he did so at the 
request of the administration 
and had _ reservations about 
them. 

Parking Garage Urged. 

One of the sites is the block 
bounded by Eighth and Ninth 
streets, Lucas avenue and Del- 
mar bceulevard, except a portion 
at the eastern end occupied by 
drive-in banking facilities of 
Mercantile Trust Co. There the 
Off-Street Parking Commission 
has recommended erection of a 
parking garage with five stories 
above ground and a _ half-story 
below to accommodate 642 auto- 
mobiles.

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ATTACKS GREECE 
ON CYPRUS ISSUE 


Charges hens Uses 
Propaganda of ‘Foul- 
est Character’ to Stir 
Terrorism.

NORWICH, England, June 1 
(AP)—Prime Minister Eden ac- 
cused Greece today of using 
propaganda “of the _ foulest 
character” to stir up terrorism 
on the British colony of Cyprus. 


Eden addressed a meeting of 
his Conservative supporters, 

He said the governor of Cy- 
prus, Field Marshal Sir John 
Harding, and British troops 
trying to restore order on the 
strife-torn island, had been 
subjected “to the most scur- 
rilous attacks by Greek press 
and radio.” 

He added: “It is certainly 
contrary to the whole spirit of 
NATO that one of its members 
should seek by radio propagan- 
da of the foulest character, di- 
rected from its capital, Athens, 
month after month, to stir up 
terrorist activity in the terri- 
tory of another.” 

Eden said while the Athens 
broadcasts continue “there can 
be no confidence, still less, 
friendship.” 

Britain previously has several 
times protested against the 
Greek broadcasts in diplomatic 


notes, but this was Eden's most 
outspoken criticism of the 
Greeks to date. 

Anti-British partisans of 


Greek blood. demanding union 
of the island with Greece, have 
taken an ever-increasing toll of 
British lives on the island in re- 
cent weeks. Britain is reported 


readying new diplomatic moves 


to settle the issue and some

Gates sent Congress a draft 
bill which would let the Navy 
sell the ships to a “friendly 
foreign government for defense 
purposes,” scrap them, or dis- 
pose of them by “sinking at 
sea, if other means of disposal 
are not feasible or economically 
sound.” 

Under provisions -of present 
laws, the ships also could be 
sold for non-miliary purposes. 
but they would have to be 
disarmed first. 

The proposal also would let 
the Navy send Congress a dis- 
posal list of such worn out war- 
ships each Jan. 1. The Navy 
then could dispose of them |

WASHINGTON, June 1 (UP)

ly. Replying to repeated criti- 
cism by Kefauver, he protested 
against what he termed “con- 
tinued distortion ofefacts’” on 
the old age pension and other 
issues. 

He said in a statement yes- 
his opponent for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion “has apparently decided 
after five defeats in contested 
primaries that if he cannot win 
he will destroy. Just why I don't 
know.” 

Centers Attack on G.O.P. 

Again, in a San Diego speech 
last night, Stevenson gave a 
quick once-over to Kefauver’s 
last-mniute attacks in their 
fight for California's 68 votes 
at the Democratic national con- 
vention. Mostly, though, he 
concentrated his criticism on the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

“I suppose what we are see- 
ing now 1s to be expected in the 
héme stretch of this campaign,” 
he told more than 1000 persons 
at a political rally. “This is the 
time, in these final days, when 
some candidates, as they Say, 
‘shoot the works.’ 

“Well,. I prefer to do my 
shooting at the Republican Ad- 
ministration, not at other Demo- 
crats. 

Stevenson followed .Kefauver 
into this area where the Ten- 
nesseean renewed his attack on 
Stevenson's pension record 
while Governor of Illinois. Ste- 
venson’s audience far outnum- 
bered the estimated 375 total 
that Kefauver drew in two for- 
mal appearances yesterday. 

Stevenson said there are seri- 
ous injustices in the present so- 
cial security program. He called 
for “a decent program to meet 
not only the needs and the 
hopes but the rights of our 15,- 
000, 000 senior citizens.’ 

“It is mighty hard for me, 
frankly, to understand how the 
Eisenhower Administration can 
continually boast about the 
prosperity—which they inher- 
ited, by the way—when the fact 
is that the average income of 
couples 65 years of age or older 


‘| in America today_is only $1500,” 
; Stevenson said | 
He advocated retirement 


benefits for persons 50 years 
old or older who become totally 
and permanently disabled. He 
urged, too, the lowering of the 
retirement age for women from

Attacks Foreign Policy. 

Both in San Diego and ear- 
lier in Los Afigeles, Stevenson 
assailed -foreign and defense 
policies of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

He noted what he describéd 
as a growing tide of isolation 
within the Republican party 
which he linked directly 
California's Republican Senator 
William F. Knowland 


“We have had enough of gov- ; 


ernment by drift and slogan, of 
government that sweeps every 
hard problem under the rug 
and announces that everything 
is really and truly wonderful, 
he said. 

Kefauver, stung by Steven- 
son’s accusation of mud-sling- 
ing, hit back with the statement 


=< that Stevenson was the instiga- 


tor of personal attacks between 
the two. 

“It ill behooves him (Steven- 
son) to speak of mud-slinging 
For some months he. has been 
making personal and unfounded 
attacks on me,” Kefauver said 
in a press conference at Engle- 
wood, 

“When he first made these 
charges I would turn first one 
cheek and then the other.’ 

Meanwhile, Kefauver'’s  na- 
tional campaign chairman, F. 
Joseph Donohue, said that the 
result of Tuesday’s Florida pri- 
maries “make it all but impos- 
sible for Stevenson to consider 
himself a serious candidate for 
the Democratic nomination. 

Stevenson narrowly defeated 
Kefauver in Florida. 

Donohue said Stevenson 
forces had expected a “‘smash 
ing victory’’ and added:

The Arabs want 
a séttlement based on previous 
agreements with Israel and U.N 
peace directives. 

Revises Paragraph. 

Dixon agreed to revise the 
criticized paragraph. Instead of 
imply asking Hammarskjold to 
continue his ‘good offices,” he 
revised it to make the request 
for ‘‘good offices with a view to 
full implementation of the coun- 
cil resolution of April 4 and 
full compliance with the armi- 
stice agreements. 

Thus Hammarskjold’s future 
efforts for peace in Palestine 
would be limited to the man- 
date unanimously voted him by 
the Security Council April 4 
when it sent him to the Holy 
Land to survey compliance with 
the 1949 armistice azreements 
and arrange measures for re- 
ducing tension atong the demar- 
cation lines 

The Arabs objected to an- 
other provision of the British 
resolution calling for full free- 
dom of movement for U.N. truce 
observers “in all areas” ‘along 
the armistice demarcation lines, 
in the demilitarized zones and in 
the territory defined by the 
truce agreements as defensive 
areas Criticism of this was 
based on the fear that it would 
give the truce observers the 
right to roam unrestricted 

Dixon agreed to delete the 
words “in all areas” from this 
part of his resolution 

The British diplomat refused 
to yield, however, to Arab re- 
quests to delete a paragraph 
in the preamble citing the need 
for creation of conditions in 
which a peaceful settlement 
“on a mutually acceptable 
basis’ could be made in Pales- 
tine 

Arabs’ Arguments. 

The Arabs argued Israel had 
not lived up to U.N. resolutions 
on Palestine and that future 
agreements must be based on 
these measures. Therefore, 
their argument ran, “a mutual- 
ly acceptable basis” could not 
be reached 

Dixon said “it is intended to 
bring out that a _ settlement 
must be arrived at through 
agreement and not imposed. 
This is the meaning of ‘mu- 
tually acceptable’ agreemeft.” 

Dixon said he was “unable 
to make any further revisions.” 

Iran's Djalal Abdoh immedi- 
ately moved, however, that the 
paragraph be deleted entirely. 
Abdoh said he believed the 
Arab apprehensions were well 
founded and should be given 
satisfaction” and that the reso- 
lution could “only be satisfac- 
torily implemented if it is ac- 
ceptable to all parties.” 

We must strive to consoli- 
date: the advantages brought 
about by the Secretary General 
and take out of the resolution 
controversial ideas,” Abdoh 
said.

The comuinittee majority 
says he twice violated the procedures prescribed 
in the Administrative Procedures Act, in not no- 
tifving the Forest Service, which had denied 
the claim, that patents were about to be granted, 
and in accepting evidence from an outside party 
without notifying one of the disputants. 

The majority further accuses Mr. Davis of vio- 
lating department precedent and setting up a 
novel procedure to give Al Sarena special treat- 
ment by allowing the applicant to select the as- 
say house that would evaluate its ore samples. 

Earlier Senator Neuberger of Oregon had 
questioned whether there had ever before been 
a case in which the applicant and Government 
representatives “jointly conducted an ‘independ- 
ent’ investigation to obtain ‘new evidence’ upon 
which to base a decision.” C. Girard Davidson, 
who as Under Secretary of Interior in the Tru- 
man Administration passed on applications for 
mining patents, declared: “In order to issue the 
Al Sarena patents, Mr. Davis had to circumvent 
the rules of the Department of Interior.” 

These facts add up to a plain case of favor- 
itism. Mr. Davis has embarrassed and compro- 
mised the department. His misconduct of the Al 
Sarena case, among other things, has now cost 
him secretaryship he had hoped for. But has 
he not shown himself unfitted for the under 
secretaryship as well? 

What Mr. Seaton does, or does not do, about 
the discredited Under Secretary, will be a first 
item of his record in the important post to 
which he hopes to be confirmed. 
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Rousing Cheer for Mrs. Erenberg 

“Never underestimate the power of a woman,” 
for proof of which there is Mrs. Adele Erenberg. 
This Los Angeles housewife exposed the under- 
the-table payoff system for Southern California 
University football players, mostly because she 
wanted to “help our schools.” 

As a P.-T.A. worker, Mrs. Erenberg was inter- 
ested when State Assemblyman Joe Shell listed 
the Southern California Educational Foundation 
among his activities in a 1953 campaign leaflet. 
She telephoned Mr. Shell to see if she could 
help a worthy cause. Mr. Shell was evasive. 

Her suspicions aroused, Mrs. FErenberg went 
to the Internal Revenue office and, partly by 
accident, got a look at the foundation's returns. 
A lot of names were on its disbursement sched- 
ule. She asked a clerk if he recognized the names 
and he said, “You are now reading a list of the 
entire USC varsity football squad.” 

Mrs. Erenberg almost forgot the matter until 
the Pacific Coast Conference recently fined the 
University of California at Los Angeles and put 
it on probation for excessive aid to athletes. 
Rival USC was maintaining its attitude of simon- 
pure adherence to rules and regulations. This 
was unfair, thought Mrs. Erenberg as she handed 
her information on USC’s hidden slush fund to 
the District Attorney. 

The moral? Colleges that live in glass houses 
ought not to throw stones where so many of 
them do and somebody like Mrs. Erenberg 
might see them. 
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Reducing the Goof Ball Menace 

It was only last October that the Justice and 
Welfare Departments completed a year-long in- 
vestigation which revealed the illegal selling at 
many places of “goof balls” and other: “stay- 
awake” pills to truck drivers. The Food and 
Drug Department said there was evidence “some 
truckers using the drugs have lost their lives 

"and have risked the lives of others.” 

Now, eight months later, the agency reports 
that the drive to end the Illegal sales has been 
successful. Trucking companies and unions are 
credited with having done much to educate their 
drivers against the hazards of using drugs in 
order to stay awake at the wheel. The federal 
agencies, the companies and the unions have 
jointly performed a public service in making 
the highways safer.

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The Korean Knot Tightened 

Does Communist obstruction of armistice su- 
pervision in North Korea warrant the ending 
of any supervision at all? This is the question 
that arises with announcement by the United 
Nations Command that the neutral supervisors 
who are supposed to check up on each side's 
fulfillment of the armistice agreement will be 
barred from South Korea and withdrawn to the 
neutral zone. 

The evident purpose of this move is to wind 
up the work of the Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission, a course which the United States 
had previously urged on its aliies in Korea. For 
more than a year now the United Nations Com- 
mand has been accusing the Communists of vio- 
lating the armistice by building up North Ko- 
rean air power, and of interfering with the in- 
spection duties of the neutral supervisors. 

Maj. Gen. Gard, senior U.N. Command dele- 
gate on the Armistice Commission, says that the 
Communistsy ATave moved 400 to 500 combat 
planes inta’ North Korea in violation of the 
armistice.The proof of this charge ought to be 
put before the U.N. immediately. 

If there is to be no real inspection in the 
North, why permit it in the South? If the armis- 
tice pact has in fact been widely violated by 
the Communists, why keep up the pretense of 
neutral supervison to prevent violations? 

Such /apparently s the reasoning of the U.N. 
Commartid sg am full allowance has been 
made for the prevocative nature of Communist 
conduct under the armistice, a questiop remains 
whether it is the best policy for the West to 
break off even unsatisfactory contacts with the 
Communists 

We the U.N. Command make it 
plain to the South Koreans that this step does 
not amount to termination of the whole armi- 
stice agreement, nor a license for military ad- 
ventures on their part. 

With allied rejection of the latest Red China 
bid for a conference to seek Korean unification, 
on the ground that the Communists have shown 
no good faith to justify such negotiations, hope 
for a Korean settlement has receded again. Still 
the present situation is not a satisfactory one 
for the long run. South Korea cannot economi- 

cally support an army of 21 divisions—a bigger 
army in being thah that of the United States— 
and it is probable that North Korea cannot sup- 
port the forces maintained on its soil.

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Thankless Tasks 

One of the unpleasant and sometimes onerous 
tasks that come to lawyers occasionally is as- 
signment to represent an accused person who 
does not have the means to employ counsel. In 
his new book, “Of Law and Men,” Justice Frank- 
furter tells how the late Arthur D. Hill of the 
Boston bar became counsel for Sacco and Van- 
zetti in the last stages of the unsuccessful legal 
struggle to save them from the death chair as 
alleged murderers in 1927. 

Justice Frankfurter was Prof. Frankfurter of 
the Harvard University Law School at the time. 
He was asked to approach Mr. Hill to enlist the 
legal services of that distinguished member of 
the Boston bar in a final effort, on behalf of 
Sacco and Vanzetti, hopeless though it seemed, 
by appeal to the federal law. Felix Frankfurter 
not only told Mr. Hill that the task would be 
thankless but that “it would have to be solely an 
exercise of the public profession of the law, for 
it would have to be done without a fee.” 

Arthur Hill’s reply, as Justice Frankfurter 
says, “deserves permanence in the history of the 
legal profess:n.” Mr. Hill replied: 


If the president of the biggest bank in 
Boston came to me and said that his wife 
had been convicted of murder but he wanted 
me to see if there was any possible relief 
in the Supreme Court of the United States 
and offered me a fee of $50,000 to make 
such an effort, of course I would take the 
retainer as would, I suppose, everybody else 
at the bar 

It would be a perfectly honorable thing to 
see whether there was anything in the rec- 
ord which laid a basis for an appeal to the 
federal courts. I do not see how I can de- 
cline a similar effort on behalf of Sacco 
and Vanzetti simply because they are poor 
devils against whom the feeling of the com- 
munity is strong and they have no money 
with which to hire me. I won't particularly 
enjoy the proceedings that will follow but I 
don't see how I can possibly refuse to make 
the effort. 


These words. of Arthur D. Hill have a timely 
application in St. Louis as the Bar Association 
goes about the task of providing counsel for 
witnesses summoned to appear before the Moul- 
der subcommittee. Assigned counsel may not 
“enjoy the proceedings’—and doubtless they 
will have little liking for some clients—but they 
will be participating in the processes of justice.

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Problem for the Circuit Judges 

If the St. Louis Circuit Court Judges are in- 
terested in one method of coping with the rising 
tide of litigation, we recommend a study of what 
New York State is doing. 

In an effort to increase judicial productivity, 
New York has decided to keep open its trial 
courts in congested areas all summer instead 
of shutting down in July and August. This way 
the state expects to get maximum efficiency out 
of its judges—a method that happily requires 
mo new judges, no new legislation, no increased 
appropriations. 

This suggests a policy for St. Louis, where 
the public interest is adversely affected by a 
substantial backlog in the criminal docket. When 
judges in the criminal courts take the summer 
off, defendants who cannot make bond must 
sweat out their return in City Jail, and in the 
hot weather this is a steel furnace. Surely if it 
is not too hot for a defendant (who is presumed 
innocent until proved guilty) to sit in the jail, it 
is not too hot for the judges to sit in court and 
put meaning into the constitutional guarantee 
of a speedy trial. 

If the St. Louis judges staggered their vaca- 
tions, most of the courtrooms in both the crim- 
inal and the civil divisions could be open for 
business most of the time. Naturally the criminal 
docket must have priority. But this does not 
mean that the business of adjudicating civil liti- 
gation can be ignored all summer long either. 

The St. Louis Circuit Judges are responsible 
for keeping the courts—civil ind criminal—op- 
erating 12 months of the year. If they are unable 
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_ to produce a workable plan for meeting this 


objective, perhaps the Missouri Supreme Court 
may have to give the problem attention.

Dr. McCall has preached many 
in St. Louis Baptist | 
churches. | 

“It is just because of South- | 
ern Baptists’ dominant and pow- | 
erful place in the reiigious life 
of such a large area of our 
country that we must be theolo- | 
gians,;” he said. ‘‘We must not be | 
caught in the midst of careless 
or irresponsible statements. We 
must be world Christians, not 
religious states-righters. 

Safeguards Against Quacks. 


“Ministers are not self-ap- 
pointed,” the Rev. Dr. McCall 
said. “‘“God’s call and a church's 


confirmation of that call safe- 
guard the people from spiritual 
quacks, from mercenary Simons, 
and from misguided religious 
schizo-ceramics (crack pots), 

“We Southern Baptists are in 
grave danger of interpreting 
God's call as though God could 
speak only to an individual and 
not to the Body of Christ, His 
church. Thus many churches in 
our fellowship automatically in- 
dorse any individual who will 
publicly declare that he is called 
of God to some special minis- 
try.’ As a result, too many spir- 
itually immature emotionally 
and morally unstable people are 
set aside for the Christian. min- 
istry by our churches.”

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DEAD SEA SCROLLS 
GIVE TREASURE HINT 


Scholar Says Amounts List- 
ed Make Story Seem 
Fantastic. 


MANCHESTER, England, 
June 1 (AP)—The Jordan gov- 
ernment announced today that 
two 2000-ve- r-old “Lead Sea 
scrolls examined at Manches- 
ter University tell of a fabulous 
hoard of gold and silver buried 


in 60 caches along the Israel- 
Jordan border west of the Dead 
Sea 

“It was the first anctent doc- 
ument of its kind—a guide to 
treasure trove ever to be 
found,” said Dr. Gerald Lan- 
kester Harding, Jordan's direc- 


tor of antiquities. 

Harding warned that the 
huge amount of riches listed in 
the documents was “obviously 
a fantastic figure.” 

That, he said, “coypled with 
the depth at which some of the 
hoards are alleged to lie—16 to 
18 feet—makes one doubt the 
authenticity of the stories.” 

Harding “added that the lo- 
cality of the treasure, if any, 
would be hard to identify be- 
cause the terrain must have 
changed a lot in 2000 vears 

But the directions contained 
in the scrolls were specific 
enough to fire the imagination 
of most treasure hunters. They 
gave such clues as 

“In the cistern 
low the rampart 
side in a place hollowed out of 
the rock, 600 bars of silver... 

“Close by, below the south 
corner of the Portico at Za- 
dok’'s tomh, and underneath the 
pilaster in the Exedras (Forum), 
a vessel of incense in pinewood 
and a vessel of incense in cassia 
wood. 

“In the pit nearby toward the 
north, near the graves, in a hole 
opening to the north, there is 
a copy of this book, with ex- 
planations, measurements and 
all details.” 

The scrolls were among other 
relics found in Dead Sea caves 
over the last nine years. They 
have helped archeologists and 
historians piece out a new his-

Back by Cold 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP) 
— The generally cold spring 
means waterfowl hatching in 
northern areas will be two to 
four weeks later than normal, 
the Fish and Wildlife Service 
reports. 

Field men reported that un- 


usually | blizzard conditions 
during March and April not 
only stopped the northward 


flight of ducks but in some in- 
stances forced them to head 
southward again. The Wildlife 
Service said that because of the 
lateness of nesting the condi- 
tions on the breeding grounds 
in the next few months will be 
highly important to successful 
production. . 

“As things are now, indica- 
tions are that there will be a 
good duck hatch in the eastern 
parklands of Saskatchewan 
while the picture in the grass- 
lands is quite spotty,” the re- 
port said. “In the Redvers area 
in southeast Saskatchewan the 
breeding populations seem to 
be larger than in 1955 but some- 
what smaller than in 1952 and 
1953: there will be somé losses 
by predation due to the late 
season. 

“From Manitoba comes the 
report that nesting is under 
way and that unléss some 
further unusual weather condi- 
tions develop, there should be 
a good hatch two or three weeks 
later than normal.” 

The Wildlife Service said the 
unusual weather conditions, in- 
cluding dry weather throughout 
the area, caused unusually 
heavy concentrations of ducks 
and geese along principal riv- 
ers in the upper Mississippi val- 
ley during the northward mi- 
gration in March. It added that 
¥° conditions northward kept 
the birds in the United States 
longer than usual. 

Blizzard conditions at the end 
of March caught some of the 
birds as far north as northern 
South Dakota and many turned 
back as far as Sioux City, Ia. 

In April big concentrations 
of the birds moved northward 
again but on April 26 there 
were zero conditions in Sas- 
katchewan and other prairie 
provinces of Canada. What ap- 
peared to be the first produc- 
tive nesting in Saskatchewan 
began about Mav 1, the Wild- 
life Service said, but it was May 
8 before ice conditions permit- 
ted the waterfowl to move into 
the delta marsh in southern 
Manitoba

duction Act with the stipulation 
that the Government must en- 
courage dispersal of defense, in- 
dustries, 


The legislation, which con- 
tains the basic authority for 
material allocations and de- 
fense production incentives, is 
now scheduled to expire on 
June 30. The House yesterday 
approved the Administration's 
request for a two-year exten- 
sion of the law. 

The Senate committee added 
an amendment -sponsored by 
Senator Wallace F. Bennett 
(Rep.), Utah, urging that the 
principle of dispersal be fol- 
lowed in locating defense plants 
built with Government aid, The 
Bennett amendment was op- 
posed by Senator Prescott Bush 
(Rep.), Connecticut, and Bush 
told reporters he would fight 
the amendment on the floor. 

The committee also approved 
an amendment by Senator 
Wayne Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
giving the President broader 
authority to allocate materials 
in short supply, such as nickel. 

The committee knocked out 
a House provision stating that 
industry officials in the execu- 
tive reserve program must file 
statements of financial inter- 
ests, as now required of indus- 
try officials serving in Govern- 
ment without compensation. 

The committee also approved

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SENATE UNIT OR’S

WASHINGTON, June 1—A 
bill to restore the validity of 
state anti-sedition laws was 
approved yesterday by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. 

The measure would, in effect, 
wipe out a controversial deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court that 
Congress had pre-empted the 
field for federal jurisdiction. 
The decision, by a 6-to-3 ma- 


jority, was handed down last 
April 2 in the case of Steve 
Nelson, a Communist leader 


who had been convicted under 
Pennsylvania law of encourag- 
ing the “seditious overthrow” 
of the United States. 

The Supreme Court held that 
conspiracy .to advocate over- 
throw of the Federal Govern- 
ment was punishable’ only 
under the Smith Act, passed by 
Congress in 1940. The decision 
did not limit the power of 
states to punish sedition against 
state governments. 

Some 41 states have their 
own sedition laws on the books. 
At a meeting of the National 
Association of Attorneys Gener- 
al-last week, a resolution sup- 
porting congressional action to 
reverse the effect of the Nelson 
decision was approved, 31 to 10. 
The Justice Department has 


also indorsed the legislation.

PARIS, June 1 (AP)—Divi- 
sions in Premier Mollet’s gov- 
lineup may become 
sharper today in the second 
round of National Assembly 
debate on North Africa and 
other problems facing the co- 
alition Cabinet. 

The splits started showing up 
yesterday in the epening of the 
three-day debate. Most of the 
early discussion centered on de- 
nunciation of independence 
granted to Tunisia and Morocco, 
with the Algerian crisis still to 
be dealt with. 

Mollet called for the debate 


last week after Pierre Mendes- 
France quit the Cabinet, pro- 
testing that the government had 
failed to make sufficient eco- 
nomic and political concessions 
to the nationalist~rebels in Al- 
geria. 

Poltical quarters believe the 
government will survive the 
votes of confidence Tuesday 
after the debate’s end, but be 
anticipated that shifting mz 
ities in the separate veeen on 


Tunisia, Moroeco and Algeria 
might. encourage Mollet’s ene- 
mies to widen the breach in 


future debates. 
Lineup of Parties. 
In the government are Mol- 
let’s Socialists, Mendes-France’s 
Radical Socialists, the Social Re- 


publicans and the Union of 
Democratic and Socialist Re- 
sistance. In all they control 


about 195 votes in the 595-mem- 
ber Assembly. For a majority, 
Mollet has had the support of 
the 151 Communist Assembly- 


men and usually of the leftist 
Catholic Popular Republican 
Movement (M.R.P.) and its 71 


members. 


The opening debate brought 
warnings that the road would 
be rougher in the future. 

Jacques Duclos, Communist 
parliamentary leader, warned 
that his party cannot support 
the sending of troops to Algeria. 
He said, however, the Reds will 
vote in favor of the Tunisian 
and Moroccan independence ac- 
cords. 

The M.R.P. supports Mollet’s 
Algerian policy of strong mili- 
tary measures against the 
tionalist rebellion coupled with 
offers of limited economic and 
political reforms. But the 
M.R.P. has strong misgivings 
about the agreements to free 
Morocco and Tunisia 

Freedom Called Mistake. 

Speakers in the opening de- 
bate accused the nationalists in 
Tunisia and Morocco of under- 
mining the French position in 
Algeria and .declared it was a 
mistake to free the two former 
protectorates. Links of interde- 
pendence still are being worked 
out between France and Tunisia 
and Morocco and neither North 
African area is fully independ- 
ent yet. The French rule Al-« 
geria as part of France itself 
and sav it is not eligible for in- 
dependence from the homeland.

Said to Plan to Pic- 
ture Him as ‘Amiable 
Figurehead.’

WASHINGTON, June 1 (INS) 
— Top Democratic strategists 
have decided to junk their plans 
for a frontal attack on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and picture 
him, instead, as an “amiable 
figurehead,” a “pleasant, charm- 
ing man who enthuses over golf 
and ovtdoor cooking” while 
letting his job go hang. 

A leading Democratic adviser 
told this correspondent that 
chairman Paul Butler’s original 
plan to wield the meat-ax on 
the President himself has back- 
fired wh the American voter. 

For this reason, the Demo- 
cratic National Committee has 
prepared a list of Republican 
slips-of-the-tongue in an _ at- 
tempt to show that Mr. Eisen- 
hower is a “captive” of “‘men 
without a heart” who actually 
run the country. 

The “fact’’ sheet, shortly to 
be sent to all Democratic Sen- 
ators and Representatives, com- 
piles a list of “slips” allegedly 
uttered by members of the 
Eisenhower Administration. 


Beginning with Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson's 


now-famed remark about ‘“ken- 
nel dogs’ in connection with 
Detroit's unemployed, the 


memorandum adds several new 
slips to the list. 
‘Not Everyone Successful.’ 


It points out that Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Felix 
Wormser, in recent testimony 


before the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee, declared: 

“In a dynamic economy such 
as ours, functioning under a 
philosophy of free competitive 
capitalism, not everyone is suc- 
cessful. There are business fail- 
ures even in times of great pros- 
perity. It is part and parcel of 
our American way of life under 
which our country has grown 
strong. 1 do not think we would 
want it different.” 

Calling attention to the 
White House “apology” for 
presidential assistant Howard 
Pyle’s recent remark that “the 
right to suffer. is one of the 
joys of a free economy,” the 
Democratic memo declares: 

“The important thing is that 
these Republican officials ap- 
parently see nothing wrong with 
these sentiments when they first 
make them. It is only after they 
have been caught revealing 
their true feelings that they 
feel compelled to apologize.” 

Pyle, insisting that he him- 
self asked the White House to 


issue his apology, said Mr. 
Eisenhower has not even men- 
tioned the slip to him.

‘Thoughtless, Heartless Men. 

A Democratic strategist said 
the quotes will be used to ‘“‘dem- 
onstrate that Ike’s appointees 
are thoughtless, heartless men 
who are running the Govern- 
ment to suit themselves.” 

“We have decided that it’s 
useless to try to depict Eisen- 
hower as the villain architect 
of his administration,” he con- 
tinued.

The Role of Water as 


A Basis of Civilization 
By Leonard Hall 


a7 W: DARNED NEAR KILLED LOUELLA,” is 
the title of a fine bit of reporting which ap- 

peared in a recent issue of The New Yorker. 
It told how a large delegation of the League of Women 
Voters of the state of 
New York descends 
upon Albany, the 
capital, once each 
year. Purpose of the 
junket, which is 
nothing if not stren- 
uous, is to study the 
processes of law- 
making in the Em- 
pire State at first 


hand, to get ac- 
quainted with the 
E lawmakers, to ob- 


serve why and how 
they function or fail 
to function, and to 
do some serious but- 
tonholing in behalf 
of certain projects 
which the league has 
determined as worth- 
while. On any such 
projects they are 
certain to have done enough research and spadework 
so that they have most of the answers. Before the visit 
is over, the most insignificant legislator is fully con- 
scious of a new force affecting his political life, the 
league delegates have worked themselves to a fraz- 
le and, as the New Yorker reporter points out, “Lou- 
ella is darned near dead.”

THE LEAGUE MEETING which we attended in Jef- 
ferson City last week was probably less hectic than 
the New York group's round with the Legislature, but 
it was just about as strenuous. One of the big projects 
which the organization has undertaken for the next 
two years is a “Study of Water Resources” with em- 
phasis on their conservation. Purpose of this gather- 
ing, which included two delegates from each chapter 
throughout the state, was to define the project and 
set up a program for action. Some of the areas that 
will come in for study are watershed management, 
soil and water conservation, water sources, flood con- 
trol, erosion and siltation, stream pollution, to men- 
tion only a few; and these will be approached from 
both national and local points of view. Our own as- 
signment for the meeting was general in nature and 
so it seemed it might be interesting to approach the 
subject of water in the broadest and most general 
terms. It is a thing we are very apt to take for 
granted; this water flowing through the city mains and 
out of the tap to furnish all we need for domestic and 
industrial consumption. In the country, people are 
more conscious of water as a problem because of such 
individual sources of supply as wells which go dry 
during times of drouth and because growth of crops 
depends in large measure upon rainfall. Yet even 
here. water is something we pretty much take for 
granted except when we have too much or too little 


of it. 
eee 


IT SEEMED TO ME, therefore, that it might be in- 
teresting to approach this subject in the broadest or 
historic sense. Thus when we survey the cultural pat- 
tern of man, we find that water'has always played 
an important part. Civilizations rise, it would seem, 
on a base of natural resources. The heights they 
achieve seem almost directly dependent on the qual- 
ity and quantity of these resources and on how well 
these are used and husbanded. The very word “cul- 
ture” denotes development of learning and of tech- 
niques and of the arts. These are a direct result, first 
of all, of a good and abundant agriculture which re- 
leases hands and minds for other pursuits than food- 
raising. 
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MOST CIVILIZATIONS in man's recorded history 
have had their beginnings in areas where the problem 
of food was readily solved; in the alluvial valleys of 
great rivers and along coastal plains enriched by 
geological erosion from the highlands and watered by 
normal rainfall. The Tigris, Euphrates, Yangtze and 
Nile are examples of river valleys which once sup- 
ported high civilizations; as are the coastal areas of 
Greece, Crete, Lebanon, Italy, North Africa and, in 
our own time, western Europe. In the same way, the 
destroyers of civilization are timber cutting, fire, over- 
cultivation, over-grazing which cause erosion and 
cover rich valleys with useless silt and turn deltas 
into dismal marshlands. Or the destroyers may be 
physical conquerors who ship away the produce of the 
country or level great works of irrigation. By such 
means as these do civilizations fall and the areas 
which they once occupied become deserts.

THE LONGEST surviving civilization in man’s re- 
corded history is that of the Egyptians which began in 
about 6600 B.C. and lasted until 500 B.C. During all of 
these centuries the Nile brought down a comparatively 
mild flood each rainy season from the almost unpopu- 
lated and therefore virgin highlands of Uganda, Abys- 

* gsinia and Kenya which lay to the soyth. Each year

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AN EQUALLY IMPRESSIVE EXAMPLE of the im- 
portance of water in history is presented today in the 
world’s most dangerous trouble spot, the Near East.

‘Grand Deception’ 


Japanese Spy Who Fooled Russians 


How Captain Convinced Czar's Staff Fake Battle Plans Were Genuine

N the 1930s, in Berlin, I met 
| an emigre Russian general 

named Yablonsky. He was an 
old man who sat nightly in a 
corner of a little Russian cafe 
on Nollendorfplatz. The Gen- 
eral was a typical Russian emi- 
gre, poverty¢tricken, alive only 
in his roots which were all 
buried in the past. 

He talked to anyone, but 
chiefly on one subject, the Jap- 
anese. About the Russo-Japan- 
ese War he would talk for 
hours. 

Sometimes, when there has 
been vodka without stint, he 
told this story of Captain Tana- 
ma. 

“One man alone is respon- 
sible for the Russian revolution 
and for all the following filth 
of the Bolsheviki,” he said. 
“One man, a Japanese, Capt. 
Tanama. There would be a 
czar in Holy Russia today had 
it not been for this scoundrel. 
You see, if we had won that 
war with Japan in 1905 there 
would have been no revolution. 
The Japanese defeated us then 
and that defeat produced the 
revolutionary movement in 
Russia. 

“Capt. Tanama first came to 
St. Petersburg as military at- 
tache to the Japanese Embassy 
in 1901. 

“In those days I was a cap- 
tain, serving as assistant to the 
chief of the Military Intelli- 
gence Division. Tanama was a 
foreign military attache, which 
is a polite way of saying ‘spy,’ 
and it was part of our job to 
keep both eyes on him. We: 
learned everything that we 
could about him. He came 
from one of the oldest families 
in the country, and his father 
was one of the Mikadés clos- 
est advisers. 

As a matter of fact, we of 
the Intelligence Service were 
more than usually interested in 
Tanama. Every one of us, on 
the General Staff, knew that it 
was only a matter of time be- 
fore we would have to fight the 
Japanese in the Far East. They 
knew it too. Furthermore, we 
were receiving information 
from our own agents in Tokyo 
that the Japanese War Office 
was continually securing bur 
military secrets. There was a 
leak somewhere in St. Peters- 
burg. 

“For a year we put Tanama 
under the closest observation, 
but with no results. We 
watched every Russian officer 
with whom he was friendly but 
we found nothing suspicious, 
Tanama was mixed up with a 
number of girls around town 
but these were only the usual 
sort of liaisons. We knew, be- 
cause the girls were on our pay 
roll. 

“Yet every report from our 
agents in Tokyo told us that 
the leak still existed and was, 
if anything, growing larger. 

“There was one thing that we

could do and we planned to 
do it, to threaten Tanama with 
disgrace hoping that he would 
either leave or commit suicide. 

“It was easy to ‘frame’ him. 
He was most_friendly with an 
actress, Ilyinskaya. We told her 
what we wanted, but we had 
to use threats to get her to 
promise to help us. 

“One evening she went to 
Capt. Tanama and said that it 
was necessary for him to marry 
her, at once. He refused. He 
offered Ilyinskaya money but 
she would not touch it. It was 
either marriage—or publicity.

“We sat in our office the next 
day waiting to hear that Tana- 
ma had decided on a sudden de- 
parture for Tokyo.

“I was too confused by the 
connotation of that question to 
think clearly but there was no 
doubt about what it meant. ‘I 
must speak to my superiors 
about that,” I managed to say. 

“I returned to my office and 
told my associates of the con- 
versation and of the terms. ‘Any- 
thing he would report to us 
would be specially prepared for 
us in Tokyo, you can be sure 
of that,’ I said. ‘We might ask 
him to supply us with copies of 
plans for troop movements 
around -Port ‘Arthur and in 
southern Manchuria. It would 
be interesting to know just what 
the Japanese War College would 
prepare for us. We could be 
sure that in reality they would 
carry out just the opposite. 

“We decided to play Tanama’s 
game. He left St. Petersburg on 
the following day. We were busy 
thereafter with our own prepa- 
rations for the war in the Far 
East that daily appeared more 
and more inevitable. 

“We forgot Tanama until one 
day in December, 1902, when a 
package came to us by diplo- 
matic pouch*from our military 
attache in Tokyo. It contained 
plans, to the minutest detail, for 
Japanese action around Port 
Arthur, showing where troops 
would be landed, how they 
would be distributed, and what 
the objectives of any drive 
there would be.

Yet history tells 
you that we lost the war be- 
cause the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road could not bring us men 
and supplies fast enough. Non- 
sense! We had enough men, and 
more than the Japanese. But in 
the wrong place, every time. 

“I was at the front and in 
December, 1904, I heard the 
rest of the story from a cap- 
tured Japanaese officer. I asked 
him about Tanama.

Life and Love in London's East End 


MNAROL REED, who ranks with David Lean as the best 
L_, directional talent in England, has taken a color camera 

to teeming Petticoat Lane market in London's East End 
in “A KID FOR TWO FARTHINGS.” and against this color- 
ful, surging background staged a whims- 
ical, sensitive and cheerful story of how a 
legend about a unicorn told to a little boy 
affect-d the lives of sowe people of the 
district. The picture opens tonight at the 
SHADY OAK THEATER. 

The story is from Wolf Mankowitz’s 
novel about Jewish people of the quarter, 
with the script by Mr. Mankowitz. The title is based on an 
old Jewish lament in the Book of the Passover, but there 
is none of the gloom and tragedy which one might expect 
in such a setting. Rather it is warm, radiant and hopeful. 
Six-year-old Joe, wonderfully played by a beautiful little 
boy, Jonathan Ashmore in his first screen role, has trou- 
ble keeping his pets alive. A philosophical old tailor 
(David Kossoff, who actually is only 35) tells him about 
the unicorn as an agent in the granting of wishes. So Joe 
goes trustingly out to get one, and comes home with a 
white kid with one horn which he bought from a vagrant, 
and immediately begins wishing. 


Things come true or half-true, anyway. Sam (Joe 
Robinson), the presser who is a Body Beautiful devotee and 
aspires to be “Mr. World” is forced to become a wrestler, 
which he detests, so that he and Sonia, a sweater girl (Diana 
Dors, the English Marilyn Monroe), can get money enough 
to be married. He beats the Python (Primo.Carnera) in a 
grudge match, a brutal one because the Python aspires after 
Sonia too in his ape-like way. The purse he wins enables 
Sam not only to get married, but buy a second-hand steam 
press which the old tailor always longed for, and thus be- 
come a partner in the snop. The kid dies, and is borne 
away by the tailor in a touching scene, but leaves behind 
him a lucky sovereign (taken from the tailor’s watch fob), 
and the hope hangs implicit that perhaps Joe and his worn 
mother (Celia Johnson) may soon join his father in Africa 
where he has been too long away establishing a new home. 


It is the expert handling of character, the many little 
touches of irony or humor, the affectionate regard for its 
people, that gives the film a savor of its own. For instance, 
the way Sonia works her wiles on Joe to inspire him to 
take up wrestling while negotiating the purchase‘of a garish 
bedroom suite: a fast-talking sidewalk merchant (a bright 
bit by Sidney James) who sells Sam a huge genuine “brown 
diamond” for four pounds in “today’s sacrifice,” and shows 
up later at the wrestling match complaining he can't make 
book on it if nobody will tell him in advance who's going to 
win (and watches ballet on TV while the match is at its 
most violent); the little boy darting about ringside during 
the match asking the lumbering Python why he doesn’t give 
up; the slow-witted Sam critically eyeing his picture on the 
cover of a strength magazine, complaining that the deltoid 
muscles weren’t “given any definition.” The Technicolor 
is beautifully low-keyed, something the English (here cam- 
éraman Edward Scaife) have a genius for. 

Wrestling note: Robinson, who made his film debut in 
1947. is actually an ex-wrestler, being one of the numerous 
claimants to the world title in 1951, and is quite a com- 
petent actor. Carnera, the ex-world’s heavyweight boxing 
champion, who is currently suing the makers of “The 
Harder They Fall” for $1,500,000, has become a successful 
wrestler; he makes an effective mean brute. 


Neither Fish Nor Fowl in Pakistan 


The lot of a half-breed is generally an unhappy one, 
and particularly that of the Anglo-Indians in strife-torn 
India after the British settled up and got out after World 
War II. As Ava Gardner, playing Victoria Jones, a comely 
Anglo-Indian in “BHOWANI JUNCTION” 
at LOEW’S STATE explains, the British 
looked down on them and took care of 
them with railway jobs, while they looked 
down on the Indians; a fiery native de- 
scribes it more bitterly as having them 
lick the British boots and use their own 
boots: to kick the “wogs” in the teeth. 

The film, made in CinemaScope from John Masters's 
novel about the turbulent times when the British were with- 
drawing from India and both Communists and Gandhi's 
passive resisters were struggling for power, is certainly 
spectacularly and excitingly done. Using 
at Lahore, Pakistan, and thousands of native extras, Director 
George Cukor has fashioned some seething scenes where 
rioters attempt to halt a troop train and Gandhi followers 
lie down on the tracks in front of it; plus documentary- 
realistic scenes of train wreck and general rioting, and 
some more rather conventionally melodramatic scenes of 
attempted rape, murder, gunfighting, sabotage and passion. 

Ava’s affections flit between three men, Bill Travers as 
another Anglo-Indian inclined to play along with the British, 
a Sikh (Abraham Sofaer), who almost persuades her to cast 
her lot with the Indians, take his religion and marry him, 
and Stewart Granger as a rugged British Army colonel who 
treats her with blunt contempt until he falls in love with 
her. The voluptuous Miss Gardner has a juicy role—she's 
constantly on camera, with some of the hugest closeups ever 
shown on the screen—and she certainly is a vivid, lushly 
exotic and exciting personality. Sometimes her acting tech- 
nique isn’t finished enough to prevent the shadow of stagi- 
ness from creeping over her performance, but she is arrest- 
ing enough to keep the picture going as a lively vehicle until 
the soap-operaish ending. 


War Time Sentiment 


“GABY,.” at the ORPHEUM is a “cute” remake in 
CinemaScope of Robert. E. Sherwood’s play, “Waterloo 
Bridge,” with the time changed to World War II, the girl 
(Leslie Caron) to a French ballerina in a company in Lon- 
don, and the boy (John Kerr) to an Ameri- 
can paratrooper of evidently good family. 
They are properly appealing in their meet- 
ing and love-skirmishing before he is sent 
off on D-day just as they are about to be 
married. But her anguish, when she hears 
he has been killed, over having sent him 
off without having allowed him to stay the 
night in her apartment, her subsequent promiscuity to make 
it up to all the other lonely soldier-boys, and her guilt when 
he turns his alive, have an artificial, saccharine taste. It 
almost seems as if she 1s manufacturing difficulties to spin 
out a weepy drama, and it gets a little tiresome and sloppy 


What a Predicament 


In “THE PROUD ONES,” at the ST. LOUIS, Robert 
Ryan plays a Kansas frontier town marshal and famous 
gunman who finds his eyesight is failing. That is one heck 
of a situation for a marshal to be in, because he just can't 
say, “Boys, I quit.” That would somehow 
mark him a coward in his deadly feud with 
the gambling czar of the town (Robert 
Middleton) and besides, if word got. out, 
every gunslinger in town would be taking 
a pot shot at him. How he survives this 
calamitous situation is the story, but out- 
side of the eyesight angle (which also will 
be used in a forthcoming Jack Palance Western) it’s pretty 
much like three dozen other Westerns you have seen. 
There’s that old gun- fight in the barn again (still looks like 
the same barn, with the boys who could smash a bottle at 
25 yards with a quick draw in practice missing each other 
as if they were blind, too). A startling innovation has been 
added in that Virginia Mayo as the marshal’s girl-friend 
doesn't run a saloon, but rather a respectable boarding 
house. Ryan is tough-looking enough to give some con- 
viction to the part, but Jeffrey Hunter as a deputy who 
hates him just seems: a nice boy playing guns. It’s in 
CinemaScope with De Luxe color.

Setting the Stage for the Muny Opera 


Paul McGuire Hard at Work Creating Sets for Opening Show June 7, Rest of Season 


By Mary Kimbrough 

ITH an eye for accuracy as 
W wer as artistry, Paul C. 

McGuire, the Municipal 
Opera’s youthful art director, 
still isn’t certain how he'll keep 
those massive oak trees from 
appearing to grow right in the 
middle ef the ocean when he 
gets areund to creating a stage 
set for “Hit the Weck.” Nor, at 
the moment, does he know how 
he'll build that famous on- 
stage swimming pool for “Wish 
You Were Here.” 


But he can’t worry too much 
about those matters right now. 
Other problems have priority. 


Currently, the 32-year-old 
New Englander, here for his 
first full Muny season after 
joining the staff at mid-seasén 
last year, is concerned with the 
summer resort hotel and the 
Brevoort ballroom for “Annie 
Get Your Gun,” which opens 
the 1956 season June 7. He 
also is finishing up stage set 
details for “Paint Your Wag- 
on,” the second show, and be- 
ginning to think about the rest 
of the season. 


The serious young artist and 
designer has been creating sets 
in his own mind since the sea- 
son’s schedule was made def- 
inite in February and has been 
putting those ideas down on 
paper and building his scale 
models since he arrived May 1 
to begin work in his Forest 
Park studio. 


The contribution of a scenic 
designer, in McGuire's opinion, 
can practically make or break 
a show. He has to create sets 
that are accurate and believ- 
able, that help tell the story, 
can be changed swiftly and 
won't cause the actors to fall 
flat on their faces. Doors must 
be placed at strategic spots, 
colors and lights and line must 
lend drama or lead the audi- 
ence’s collective eye to a focal 
point, furnishings and appoint- 
ments must be in keeping with 
the period of the show. 


This all means far more than 
the line of a pencil or a fancy 
blueprint. It means research 
and study, mathematical pre- 
cision, knowledge of the script 
and the song lyrics, plus a sym- 
pathetic concern for the men 
who build the sets and those 
who must ow — them.

“It’s important to change

“Another thing to think 
about, when you're designing 
a stage set, is the action of the 
play, how the plot unfolds.

Annie enters. Now everything 
on stage must point to that 
entrance, must give the audi- 
ence the feeling that something 
exciting is about to happen.” 


In his research, McGuire 
discovered that the ballroom 
of the old Brevoort Hotel, 


where this scene takes place, 


actually was done in Greek 
revival style so he has carried 
out that motif in his stage de- 
sign, 

He stepped across the room 
to turn off the phonograph 
which was pouring music from 
a forthcoming production into 
the studio. 

“We listen to all the melodies 
and lyrics,” he said, “so we 
can keep the whole stage design 
in harmony with the feeling of 
the show.” 


a 
C GUIRE’S career as a 
stage designer—and he’s 
almost a 20-year veteran 
already—has gone from marion- 
ettes to the Met. It all started 
back in his childhood in his na- 
tive Belmont, Mass., a suburb 
of Boston, when his grandfather, 
who had made a career of de- 
signing circular staircases, gave 
Paul a set of marionettes.

the stage designer’s assistant 
Apparently his youthful en- 
thusiasm and already notice- 
able ability impressed the thea- 
ter heads, for he was taken on 
the backstage staff, beginning 
an association that - continued 
for 10 years.

It was there, too, that Mc- 
Guire had his first, and only, 
opportunity to go on stage as 
an actor.

‘I was hap- 
py to apply.” 

After hjgh school he entered 
an art school in Boston and 
studied the regular courses such 
as life drawing and costume 
design, but, following in the 
footsteps of his grandfather and 
his architect father, he leaned 
more toward the commercial 
and concentrated on scenic de- 
sign and interfor displays. On 
the basis of his entry in a dis- 
play contest, he was offered a 
job by .a Boston department 
store. He created room dis- 
plays there and, later, as a free 
lance designer, until his career 
took him to New York as as- 
sistant to Relf. Gerard of the 
Metropolitan Opera, helping to 


design such productions as

hauser,” “Arabella,” “Aida” and

Although he has seen many 
of this season's Muny produc- 
tions in New York or other 
cities, he is making a deter- 
mined effort to stay away from 
any duplication of scenery and 
to give each his own hallmark 
of originality. 


“Of course, at the Muny 
Opera there is so much more 
space to work with than in a 
New York production, and 
often it’s necessary to bring 
the scene down to a small set,” 
he said.
